The meeting at Piper's Opera House 


last evening, says the Virginia Repoit, 
was a revelation to those who have 
been predicting a defeat for the cause 
of silver in Storey county, and in Ne- 
vada. The house was full from door 
to stage—from pit to dome, and when 
the speaking had bsxuu at 80 clock, 
standing room was at a premium. The 
people of the Comstook have heard 
joth Senators Stewart and Jones speak 
half-hundred times In the last thirty 
ears.

The significance of this is apparent. It 
shows that the tactics of villlflaation 
and abuse employed by the V. &T.

Hugh Trembath acted as chairman, 


and after calling the meeting to order 
Introduced ;the Hon. John P. Jones, 
who delivered a telling and forcible 
address- His remarka were listened to 
with deep attention, and every point 
he made was emphasized by thunder- 
ing applause. His speech, reproduced 
in full, was as follows: 


SENATOR JONES' SPEECH. 


I come here to extend greetings to 


my old friends and neighbors of Storey 
county. I come here more to have a 
conference with them than to Indulge 
in flights of oratory or to make any ar- 
gumentary speech on the great ques- 
tions which now confront the Ameri- 
can people. I wonld rather have the 
warm reception that I received to-night 
from the people in whose presence I 
stand than to have a reception given to 
me by a crowned head or any monarchy 
in Europe.

I must say to yon 
that It made my heart ache to come 
here and see the smokestacks without 
any smoke issuing from them, without 
hearing the rumbling of the stamps, to 
see the hoisting works and the shaftB 
going to decay. It was the most sor- 
rowful sight to me tbat I ever wit- 
nessed, doe altogether to the surrepti 
tious Act of 1878, passed at the instiga- 
tion of the money power ot the world 
and without the knowledge of the 
American people. Our miners by the 
thousands wonld be working 4,000 feet 
under the ground, with well ventilated 
stopes and shatts had It not been for 
that Act, and I congratulate my fellow- 
citizens now tbat a contract has been 
made to take the water out of the 
mines and go down 400 or 500 feet far- 


into the earth. I have exerted 


every influence that I could bring to 
bear and used every energy tbat I could 
to bring about that result. I have 
every belief that there are great treas- 
ures for the people in the Oomstock 
lode, even at the depths that the shafts 
have already attained. But my fellow- 
citizens look what the hope would be 


defeated. It would be published in the 
East that the Silver men of Nevada 
had turned against silver and the ques- 
tion was dead. It would be a most 
fatal blow. It would be taken up 
everywhere and it would be the great- 
est injury to the Silver cause that pos- 
sibly could be conceived of. 


Now, 
when we are in the sight of
